Infectious  disease  generally  during  the  year 
under  review  was  of  only  minor  consequence.  MEASLES 
being  prevalent  in  the  last  two  months. 

One  case  of  POST  VACCINIAL  ENCEPHALITIS  is 
worthy  of  special  record  as  follows:  - 

A  schoolboy  aged  18  years  was  vaccinated  on 
16th  January  1962.  following  primary  vaccination 
in  childhood.  Late  in  the  evening  of  the  26th 
January,  1962,  he  suddenly  became  deeply  unconscious 
following  an  Epileptiform  Seizure  He  was  admitted 
to  All  Saints*  Hospital  Chatham  under  the  Consul 
tant  Physician  and  was  treated  with  Sedation,  Corti¬ 
sone,  Anti  biotics  and  Anti -Vaccinial  Serum  from 
Collindale  On  the  morning  of  29th  January,  1962, 
he  gradually  came  out  of  the  coma  and  made  a  complete 
and  uneventful  recovery 

Consequent  upon  occurrence  of  Smallpox  in 
the  Country  during  the  early  months  of  the  year  and 
the  receipt  at  this  time  of  a  circular  letter  from 
the  Chief  Medical  Officer  Ministry  of  Health  urging 
that 

Health  staffs  whose  work  might  lead  to  exposure 

to  infection  should  of  course  be  vaccinated 
all  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  were 
vaccinated  together  with  all  members  of  the  City 
Council’s  staff  and  their  families  who  reque sted  it. 

As  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  indicated  also 
that  the  main  emphasis  should  be  on  blocking  potential  lines 
of  spread  by  vaccination,  rather  than  of fering  mass 
vaccination  to  the  public,  it  was  decided  to  send 
a  letter  to  every  known  immigrant  family  from  Pakistan 
and  India  now  living  in  the  City  inviting  their 
attendance  at  a  Special  Session.  This  action  met 
with  an  encouraging  response  and  in  all  categories 
a  total  of  557  vaccinations  were  carried  out. 


The  Department,,  generally,  dealt  with  many 
enquiries  from  members  of  the  Public  relating  to 
smallpox  vaccination  and.  although  under  the  Nation 
al  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  responsibil ity  for 
facilitating  protection  by  vaccination  is  one  for 
the  Local  Health  Authority  (Kent  County  Council) 
nevertheless  many  of  the  public  did  look  to  the 
local  Public  Health  Department  of  the  Sanitary 
Authority  for  reassurance. 


ADMINISTRATIVE  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  MASS  VACCINATION  IN 
THE  EVENT  OF  AN  OUTBREAK . 

One  useful  outcome,  locally,  of  the  advent  of 
the  disease  in  the  Country  followed  upon  corres¬ 
pondence  with  the  County  Medical  Officer,  in  which 
the  Local  Health  Authority’s  responsibility  for 
providing  all  facilities  and  staffing  centres  for 
mass  vaccination  in  the  City  was  re  stated  the 
decision  for  provision  of  any  special  facilities 
being  solely  that  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

With  changing  staff  locally  and  the  rarity 
of  any  threat  from  Smallpox  infection  proposals 
to  provide  mass  vaccination  made  in  the  early  days 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  tended  to  be 
overlooked, 

TUBERCULOSIS  There  were  28  new  notifications  all  but  one 

being  a  pulmonary  infection 

Three  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  or 
associated  with.  Tuberculosis  At  the  end  of  the 
year  under  review  the  total  number  of  persons  on 
the  register  was  300  being  5  fewer  than  the  total 
at  a  similar  stage  in  the  previous  year 

A  MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SURVEY  was  carried  out  from  Feb¬ 
ruary  to  the  end  of  July  without  any  special  pub 
licity  build  up  the  total  number  of  Rochester 
Citizens  presenting  themselves  for  examination  at 
sessions  within  the  City  was  5, 778  but  an  additional 
number  was  screened  at  their  place  of  work 

The  Director  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service 
reported  4  active  and  82  inactive  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  dis  covered  as  a  result  of  this  Survey 

STAFF  The  establishment  remained  at  full  strength  and 

unchanged.

Four  Public  Health  Inspectors  obtained  the  Coal 
Utilization  Council”  s  Supervisors’  Certificate  of 
Competency. 


The  Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector  passed  the 
Intermediate  examination  of  the  Public  Health  Ins¬ 
pectors’  Education  Board. 

CONCLUSION  To  all  members  of  the  Staff  and  particularly 

to  those  who  have  helped  in  the  preparation  of  this 
Report  I  am  indebted  for  loyal  service. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Chairman  and  the  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Committee  have  continued  to  provide 
support  and  encouragement  and  through  the  mutual 
respect  between  Officials  and  elected  Members  much 
useful  work  has  been  done.

NURSING  HOMES 


There  is  one  registered  Nursing  Home  with  5  maternity  beds  and  30  beds  for  general 
cases.  The  home  is  visited  from  time  to  time  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  the 
County  Council  have  delegated  their  responsibilities  under  Section  194  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  to  tire  City  Council.  The  County  Council  however  is  the  responsible  auth 
ority  for  the  supervision  of  the  midwives  working  in  the  Home. 


The  number  of  maternity  cases  admitted  during  the  year  was  74,  of  which  27  were 
Rochester  residents.  The  number  of  general  cases  was  43  of  which  14  were  Rochester 
residents.

WATER 

The  local  Water  Works  are  controlled  by  the  Medway  Water  Board. 

The  Water  supply  for  the  Strood  area  is  on  the  North  side  of  the  River  Medway 
and  its  source  is  from  chalk  wells  in  and  around  Strood. 

The  source  of  the  supply  for  the  rest  of  the  City  to  the  South  of  the  River  is 
from  wells  in  the  chalk  and  greensand  in  Chatham  and  the  surrounding  district. 

Both  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  have  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

48  samples  of  treated  water  i  e„  24  from  the  Strood  supply  and  24  from  the  Chatham 
supply  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Also  at  monthly  intervals  samples  of  the  raw  and  treated  water  were  bacteriological ly 
examined  at  the  Medway  Water  Board"  s  Laboratory  and  copies  of  the  results  forwarded 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  All  were  satisfactory. 

There  are  15  844  dwelling  houses  and  a  population  of  51,010  supplied  from  public 
water  mains  direct  to  the  houses 


SWIMMING  POOL 

This  is  a  200  000  gallon  open  air  Pool  owned  by  the  Local  Authority.  It  is 
filled  from  the  Town" s  drinking  supply  and  the  water  is  changed  regularly  once  a 
year  and  at  other  times  when  considered  necessary;  it  is  topped  up  as  required 
usually  after  back  flushing  The  water  is  Chlorinated  and  a  Patterson  Filtration 
Plant  (pressure  type)  is  in  use  Alum  and  Soda  Ash  are  used  to  form  a  coagulent  and 
to  increase  the  alkalinity  A  daily  check  is  made  for  residential  chlorine  content 
and  pH  value  for  this  purpose  a  Lovibond  Comparator  is  used.  During  the  season 
samples  are  taken  from  time  to  time  for  bacteriological  examination’  this  year  there 
were  12  bacteriological  examinations,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

During  1962  10  existing  houses  were  connected  to  the  sewer  and  8  cesspools 

abolished.  The  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  are  reasonably  adequate. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  is  under  the  control  of  the  City  Surveyor  Refuse 
is  collected  once  a  week  and  at  the  present  time  is  dealt  with  by  controlled  tipping 
on  Temple  Marsh

ICE-CREAM 

During  the  year  21  vendors  were  registered  under  the  Rochester  Corporation  Act, 
1936,  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream  in  the  City  area.  The  total  number  of 
premises  and/or  vendors  registered  is  170. 

All  supplies  of  ice-cream  sold  in  the  City  are,  with  one  exception,  manufactured 
in  other  areas. 

At  the  small  manufactory  in  Rochester  the  business  is  carried  on  in  a  very  satis¬ 
factory  manner  and  samples  taken  both  for  bacteriological  examination  and  chemical 
analysis  have  proved  to  be  up  to  standard.
